While the closest prior art of record (Mathus (US 5,972,694), discloses a diffusion cell 
including a receptor compartment with first and second outlets formed in the top surface of the 
receptor compartment wherein the first outlet is covered by a membrane and donor compartment, 
the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest providing a bubble channel located in the 
top surface that extends between the first and second outlet.
